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COUNCIL PRESENTS FIRST AWARD TO LEO PERLIS; 
COMMANDER OF THE NAUTILUS GUEST SPEAKER 


LEO PERLIS 


The Council on Social Work Education will present 
its first recognition award to Leo Perlis, Director, 
Community Service Activities AFL-CIO, at a dinner on 
October 28, 1958 at the Hotel Plaza, New York City. 


Commander William R. Anderson U.S.N., Command- 
er of the Nautilus, will be the main speaker at the dinner 
and will discuss the relationship between the technical 
knowledge needed in today’s world and the human values 
so necessary in a democratic society. This is Com- 
mander Anderson’s first speaking engagement since his 
historic voyage under the North Pole. 


Jane Hoey, immediate past president of the Council, 
will present the award to Mr. Perlis. He is being hon- 
ored for his pioneering leadership in securing the par- 
ticipation of the trade unions in community and social 
welfare activities, and in integrating social services as 
basic features of trade union function. In all his efforts 
he has keenly appreciated that the quality and extent of a 
social agency’s service are largely dependent on ade- 
quate numbers of qualified personnel. 


He is the author of the One Per-Cent Plan whereby 
local united funds, to help stimulate recruitment, would 
apply one percent of money raised toward providing 
scholarships for students to become social workers. 


Sidney Hollander, member of the Council Board, will 
discuss some other functions of the Council and empha- 
size the critical shortage o4 social work personnel, 


Winslow Carlton of New York, chairman of the Board 
Group Health Insurance and president, Henry Street Set- 
tlement, will preside at the meeting. 


COUNCIL SEMINAR ON AGING 
AROUSES WIDE INTEREST 


A fine quality of communication prevailed among the 
participants from different disciplines who attended the 
Seminar on the Aging financed by the Ford Foundation. 
The Seminar was sponsored jointly by the Council and 
the National Committee on the Aging of the National So- 
cial Welfare Assembly and brought together nearly 70 
people at Aspen, Colorado September 7-12, 1958 for ex- 
change of ideas and experiences. 


Invitations were extended to faculty members in so- 
cial work, practitioners in services for older people and 
experts from other disciplines. 


Dr. Ernest F. Witte, Council Executive Director, 
presided at the opening session and presented the de- 
sired goals for the week’s deliberations. The first half 
of the Seminar was devoted to identifying the special 
needs of older people and the social services required 
to meet these needs. Presentations were given each day 
by specialists in health, psychiatry, economics, social 
anthropology and so on. These presentations summa- 
rized the kind of information about older people which is 
available from research and experience in these respec- 
tive disciplines, 


Workshops followed reviewing present content of 
curriculum as it relates to the aging, to determine the 
kind of knowledge needed to be incorporated and what 
information could be highlighted for inclusion in subse- 
quent institutes. 


Persons involved in serving the aging in a variety 
of settings presented graphic pictures of the serviges 
needed. The educators, on their side, expresséd a 
strong view that education for service to the aging should 
be balanced with other Without 
creating new courses, some ontent needed in 
serving the aging could be ded in the major se- 
quences. 


Three committees, meeting during the week at 
Aspen, made recommendations for further planning. 
The Institute Committee recommended that the Council 
and the Assembly’s Committee on the Aging establish a 
roster of people available as leaders of short-term 
courses, institutes and workshops and that, as soon as 
practicable, seminars be held in various regions, states 
and localities under the stimulation and auspices of 
schools of social work. 


The Personnel Committee recommended all efforts 
toward increasing support for education in the field of 
aging through existing resources, promotion of a 
scholarship fund tobe administered by the Council Com- 
m‘ttee on Scholarships; support of education in social

McGill University School of Social Work, Dr. John J. O.

Florida State University School of Social Welfare has 
committed itself to three focal areas of curriculum de- 
velopment and training: Rehabilitation, School Social 
Work, and Social Work with the Aged. Professor Robert 
T. Lansdale will be carrying responsibility for the co- 
ordination of rehabilitation activities assisted by As- 
sistant Professor Merle M, Foeckler. 


Mrs. Clara Louise Myers is returning to the University 
of Missouri School of Social Work after a year’s sabbat- 
ical leave. She has completed the year of residency for 
doctoral work in social work at the George Warren 
Brown School of Social Work, Washington University, St. 
Louis, Missouri, An experiment in rural community 
development that may have far reaching effects is being 
undertaken in Dawn, Missouri. This activity is a joint 
undertaking of the University of Missouri School of So- 
cial Work and the Adult Education Extension Division 
under the direction of Dr. Quentin Schenk. Two assist- 
ants have been employed by the School of Social Work to 
participate in the Community Development Program: 
Daniel J. Schler, Instructor in Social Work and Consult- 
ant in Community Development Program and Hugh Den- 
ney, Instructor in Social Work and Consultant in Com- 
munity Development Program, They will also be part- 
time students in the School of Social Work. When the 
proposed Development Program is completed, residents 
in the Dawn community will have a 40-acre park, an 
active youth program, resurfaced streets and a town 
bulletin board, 


Dr. Mark P. Hale has completed a year in Great Britain 
ona Fulbright teaching assignment and has returned to 
his duties as Director, State University of Iowa, School 
of Social Work. 


Adelphi College, School of Social Work will be partici- 
pating with five other graduate Social Science depart- 
ments in the newly formed Institute of Health, Education 
and Welfare at Adelphi College. The Institute will offer 
opportunities for interdisciplinary academic courses, 
research and field work experiences. The departments 
of Sociology, Clinical Psychology, Teacher Education; 
the Schools of Social Work and Nursing; and the program 
in Speech and Hearing have been physically moved toa 
new building so that physical proximity and contact be- 
tween faculty and students is possible. Arthur Katz, 
Dean of the School of Social Work, has been named Act- 
ing Director of the Institute while a permanent director 
is being sought. A new Group Work program has been 
instituted with Mrs. Beulah Rothman and Mrs. Catherine 
Papell as the initial faculty members. The Human 
Growth and Development sequence will be studied and 
analyzed this year, made possible through a grant from 
the National Institute of Mental Health. The School of 
Social Work will be experimenting with a new type of 
Freld Work placement, using the Nassau County Public 
Health Department as a placement agency for social 
work students, with a focus on the community organiza- 
tion components of public health and the social worker’s 
role. 


Fordham University, School of Social Service has re- 
ceived a grant from the U. S. Public Health Service pro- 
viding traineeships and a teaching grant. The School has 
also developed a second-year major in Community Or- 
ganization with placements in community funds, commu- 
nity welfare planning councils and other appropriate 
settings.
